Roach-Elimination 
Campaign Started 
„In Southern States 


Goodbye, Mr. Roach — if a 
current campaign in 10 South- 
eastern states is ‘successful. 

And it will be a good rid- 

' dance óf this filthy, trouble- 
some, destructive pest. Cock- 
roaches are among the -most 
common of household pests; 
they destroy food, damage fab- 

„rics, book bindings and other 
"materials; and may be the 

mechanical carriers of diseases. 

In addition, they secrete an oily 

liquid that is offensive and 

sickening. 

James E. Bragdon, Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service 
entomologist, says that four 
kinds of roaches are commonly 
found in Florida dwellings. They 

gare the German and brown- 
banded roaches; the American 
and Australian cockroaches; and 
the common Florida woods 
roaches, which do not become 
established inside houses. 

Knowledge of the way roach- 
es reproduce, where they live, 
how to prevent infestations, und 
how to control them are im- 
portant in a home's private cam- 
paign against roaches. 

Roaches live in dark sheltered 
places in daytime, come out at 
night. They like areas around 
kitchen sinks; in cracks under 
cupboards or cabinets, or inside 
them; around pipes and con- 
duits; behind window and door 
frames; under loose baseboards 
and moulding trips; underneath 
tables and chairs; and even in 
radio and TV cabinets. Bath- 
rooms and kitchen», basement 
and store rooms, if warm and 
damp, are perfect places for 
roathes. 

You're a long way ahead of 
roaches if you cut off their 
food supply .Clean up food 
crumbs; check grocery bags or 
boxes brought in, or laundry 
roaches will fre- 
frequently “be transmitted in 
those containers. Close up open- 
ings or cracks around sinks, 
drains, conduits, baseboards, 
mouldings. Make it hard for the 
roaches to entét, Keep garbage 
in tightly covered cans, and 
food stored in tight containers, 

Effective insecticides include 
chlordane, which is effective 
against all kinds of roaches and 
which has good residual proper- 
ties. Use it as a 2 to 3 per cent 
spray or 5 to 6 per cent dust. 
Oil base chlordane sprays are 
most commonly used and do not 
leave visible residues like dusts, 

Dieldrin has been given label 
approval and has a long resi- 
dual effect. Lindane is effective 
gainst roaches, but does not 
have as long residual effect as 
chlordane or dieldrin, 

Apply the insecticides behind 
baseboards, back of the stove 
and refrigerator, around pipes 
and under sinks, on exposed sur- 
faces where roaches crawl, on 
the underside of objects and

Fish Commission Adds 
Wild Hog To Worries 


Establishment of the wild 
hog as a game animal in cer- 
tain sections of South Florida 
has been suggested to the Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion, according to A. D. Ald- 
rich, director, 

Under the proposal, wild hogs 
in Dade, Broward, Monroe and 
Collier counties would be plac- 
ed on the list of game animals 
under a closed hunting season 
regulation. 

The suggestion also involves 
prohibition of the use of dogs 
for deer or hog hunting after 
January 1 in Dade, Broward, 
Monroe and Collier counties. 


Aldrich stated that many 
South Florida people consider 
the true wild hog to be a worth- 
while game animal. Formerly 
fairly common throughout the 
Everglades region, the supply 
of wild hogs has become severe- 
ly depleted as the result of over- 
shooting. 


As suggested, the rule per- 
taining to hogs would apply 


only to the true wild hogs rea: 
ed in the wild. It would oni 


only to those animals which 
not marked and cannot be le- 


gally claimed as domestic ani- 
mals. 

“The Commission,” Aldrich 
said, “is very anxious to have 
expressions of opinion from in- 
terested persons as to whether 
the true wild hog should be 
classed as a game animal under 
protective laws in the counties 
named.”
